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INTRODUCTION 

The  Illinois  Register  is  the  official  state  document  for  publishing  public  notice  of  rulemaking  activity 
initiated  by  State  governmental  agencies.  The  table  of  contents  is  arranged  categorically  by  rulemaking 
activity  and  alphabetically  by  agency  within  each  category.  The  Register  also  contains  a  Cumulative 
Index  listing  alphabetically  by  agency  the  Parts  (sets  of  rules)  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred 
in  the  current  Register  volume  year  and  a  Sections  Affected  Index  listing  by  Title  each  Section  (including 
supplementary  material)  of  a  Part  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred  in  the  current  volume  year. 
Both  indices  are  action  coded  and  are  designed  to  aid  the  public  in  monitoring  rules. 

Rulemaking  activity  consists  of  proposed  or  adopted  new  rules;  amendments  to  or  repealers  of  existing 
rules;  and  rules  promulgated  by  emergency  or  peremptory  action.  Executive  Orders  and  Proclamations 
issued  by  the  Governor;  notices  of  public  information  required  by  State  statute;  and  activities  (meeting 
agendas,  Statements  of  Objection  or  Recommendation,  etc.)  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Administrative 
Rules  (JCAR),  a  legislative  oversight  committee  which  monitors  the  rulemaking  activities  of  State 
agencies;  is  also  published  in  the  Register. 

The  Register  is  a  weekly  update  to  the  Illinois  Administrative  Code  (a  compilation  of  the  rules  adopted 
by  State  agencies).  The  most  recent  edition  of  the  Code  along  with  the  Register  comprise  the  most 
current  accounting  of  State  agencies'  rules. 

The  Illinois  Register  is  the  property  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  granted  by  the  authority  of  the  Illinois 
Administrative  Procedure  Act  [5  ILCS  100/1-1  et  seq.]. 
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c)   Dependent  -  for   the   purpose   of  completing  the  Financial  Analysis,  a

Income  -  all  earned  and  unearned  income  from  all  sources  including  all 
types   of  public  support,  wages,  tips,  interest  income,  dividends  from 

investments,  and  private  sources.    The   value   ot   readily   available 

certificates   of  deposit,  stocks,  bonds,  accessible  trust  funds)  shall 
also  be  considered  as  income  for  the   purpose   of   completion   of   the 

Services  -  those  services  provided  by  and  through  DORS  to  customers  of

Department   of   Health  and  Human  Services  which  are  published  annually 

in  the  Federal  Register. 

Unusual   Allowable   Expenses  -  expenses   directly    related    to   the 

adaptive   equipment,  and  rehabilitation  technology  services,  which  are 
currently  being  paid  by  the  customer  and/or   customer's   family   which 
are   not   paid   for   through  insurance  or  any  other  source  and/or  cost 
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maintained  by  the  Department; 

B)   the   funds  available  to  the  UTSAP  from  voluntary  contributions 
are  projected  to  permit  the   UTSAP   to   provide   the   proposed 
assistance  by  means  of   a  waiver  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the 

local  exchanqe  service  obligation  to  all   subscribers   or   all 
new   subscribers   within   the   Proxy   Program,   subprogram,  or 
component  on  an  ongoing  basis; 

C)   the  proposal  will  increase  accessibility  to  telephone  service; 
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eligibility  to: 
A2   nnp  or  more  of  the  individual  Proxy  Programs  administered  by 
the   Department,   as   identified  in  the  definition  of  "Proxy 
Programs"  in  Section  757.10,  or 
B)   one   or   more   subprograms   within,   or   components   of,   an 
individual  Proxy  Program. 
Any  proposals  to  limit  eligibility  pursuant   to   this   subsection 

subsection  (b)  of  this  Section. 

The  Commission  shall  adopt  a  proposal  that  limits  eligibility  for 
a  waiver  of  all  or   a   portion   of   the   local   exchange   service 
obligation   to   one   or   more   Proxy   Programs   or  subprograms  or 

components  thereof  pursuant   to  this  subsection  (d)   onl_y_ if it 

finds  that: 

A)  participation  in  the  Proxy  Proqram,  subprogram,  or  component 
thereof   can   be   verified  through  inquiry  to  the  facilities 
maintained  by  the  Department; 

B)  the   funds    available    to    the    UTSAP    from    voluntary 
contributions   are   projected  to  permit  the  UTSAP  to  provide 

subscribers  or  all  new  subscribers  within  the  Proxy  Program, 
subprogram,  or  component  on  an  ongoing  basis; 

CI  the  proposal  will  increase  accessibility  to  telephone 
service;  and 

D)   the  proposal  adequately  considers  the  needs  of  and  potential 
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1)  meet  the  eliqibility  requirements  of  (a)  above,  and 

2)  participate  in  the  applicable  Proxy  Proqram(s)  as  established  by 
the  Commission  pursuant  to  Section  757.200(d). 

Y   Any   waiver   shall  be  available  for  one  access  line  only,  which  shall 
be  at  the  principal  place  of  residence   of   the   individual   receiving 
assistance  from  one  of  the  proxy  programs  set  forth  in  Section  757.10.
